use of Small cards 


The cost in money was 
one million, seven hundred and thirty- 
seven thousand and six hundred dol¬ 
lars. They lost the lives of six men, 
two women, and fifteen children. 

New ideas of how to prevent this 
terrible loss and so many accidents 
will have to be thought of, and prac¬ 
ticed by the coming generation, the 
children of today, as the older people 
have become accustomed to their own 
habits, and unthinkingly are the cause 
of part of it. The children are also 
careless and cause a large amount of 
loss, but if the caution to be careful is 
told to them continually it will soon 
become a custom to be careful rather 
than careless. 

It would be a splendid idea if the 
people of our town, Vulcan, would only 
try to do away with so mpny acci¬ 
dents, and make Vulcan a fire-proof 
town. We must remember, however, 
that fire is not always an enemy, but 
if used carefully, and only for the 
benefit of yourself and others it is 
one of man’s best friends. 

To begin with we must keep our 
town clean. This is essential for the 
good health of our citizens as well as 
fire prevention. Collect the -rub¬ 
bish, waste paper, and loose straw 
that accumulates in the yard and burn | 
it, being careful that the fire does .not 
spread to the surrounding buildings. 
The house should also be kept clean. 
House clean every fall and spring 
anyway, and see that there is not any 
rubbish stored i/’ray in some corner 
that will burst into flame, and destroy

It is desired that at the coming 
Christmas season the public should be 
urged to discontinue, as far as possi¬ 
ble, the use of small cards and enve¬ 
lopes and with this in view suitable 
news items should be placed in the 
local press and the attention of the 
public brought to this matter in every 
other possible way. The following ob¬ 
jections to the use of small cards and 
envolopes should be pointed out: 

1. As a* resul,t of the small size of 
the cards or envelopes the Post Office 
cancellation mark frequently falls on 
the address partially obliterating it 
with the possibility that the article 
may be misdelivered or at least de¬ 
layed. 

2. There is difficulty in the post 
office soi^ation and handling of small 
cards and envelopes and this un¬ 
avoidably cailSes delay. 

3. There is also difficulty in putting 
small cards or envelopes through 
stamp cancelling machines at larger 
offices, and this too causes delay. 

4. The small size of the cards or 
envelopes makes them apt to fall out 
of bundles in which they are tied, and 
there is the possibility of loss as a re¬ 
sult of this. 

Responsibility for loss, misdelivery 
or delay as outlined above, arising 
from the use of small cards or enve¬ 
lopes, rests entirely with the sender.

with it. Do not strain gasoline 1 
through a chamois skin as tHis may 
cause combustion through friction. 

Another precaution to take is to see 
that all oily rags are burned as they 
will cause spontaneous combustion 
when they become heated. See that 
the cupboards are not packed tightly 
with newspapers, as they will also re¬ 
sult in spontaneous combustion. If 
straw is left in a warm place the re¬ 
sult is the same. 

Parties camping amongst the trees 
should be very careful to extinguish 
the fires before they vacate their 
camp. Be careful while the fires are 
burning that they do not catch on to 
the surrounding trees and start a 
forest fire. Men who smoke should be 
careful about the cigarette, .cigar, and 
pipe ashes and butts. Do not throw 
the burning article away as it will 
probably start a fire. 

If all these things were faithfully 
watched there would be less fires, the 
country would be more prosperous, 
and a large amount of sorrow would 
be prevented. Everyone must be care¬ 
ful, however, or the efforts of a few 
will be made useless by the careless¬ 
ness of others. Let us all make it a 
point as we go about our daily tasks 
to do our utmost to prevent these fires 
and take as our motto: “Destroy that 
you may not be destroyed.”

Many fires are the result of defec- ( 
tive stove pipes. You should have 
them inspected several times a year 
by an efficient plumber, and he will j 
see that they are connected correctly; 
and securely fastened so that they will 
not fall. Be sure that all the soot is 
cleaned out of them. While speaking 
of stoves I must caution you against 
the dangers of ashes. Many people 
empty the ash pan just out in the 
yard; perhaps against the fence. The 
ashes are still alive, although they ap¬ 
pear to be dead, and sometimes, soon 
three weeks.

EFFECT OF SHORTAGE 

The time-worn adage,—“It’s an ill 
wind that blows nobody good,”—has 
its application in the threatened coal 
shortage, according to a survey of 
certain of its members taken recently 
by the Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso¬ 
ciation. Companies making heating 
apparatus, in Which oil, gas or the 
electric current are used, instead of 
coal, are doing record business this 
season, and are not inclined to com¬ 
plain at all because the coal supply is 
limited. A company manufacturing 
eectric heaters describe the demand 
this fall as abnormal, and state that 
they have had to increase their output 
considerably as compared with previ¬ 
ous years at this season. Another 
company in the same line reports that 
they have -been forced to greatly in¬ 
crease their output to meet the extra 
demand. # A company making oil 
heaters finds a definite increase in the 
demand for their product, and point 
out that people are now buying two or 
three heaters where formerly they 
only purchased one. A company deal¬ 
ing extensively in gas appliances 
notes decidedly greater sales this sea¬ 
son, while manufacturers of oil fur¬ 
naces are so heavily booked with ord¬ 
ers that some are refusing to take any 
further orders. 

MR. BURNS’ ADVICE 

Mr. Pat Bums, one tof, the most 
practical cattle men in Western Can¬ 
ada, whose experience dates back to 
thirty years, has sounded a note of 
warnihg to the farmers and cattle 
raisers against the shipping of cattle 
not ready for the market at this time, 
says the Calgary Herald. He asks 
them to hold on to them if possible 
until the spring when he anticipates 
much better prices. In some cases, of 
course, this is impossible as it is a 
case of requiring money to buy the 
actual necessities of life. But cattle 
are being shipped which barely pay 
the railway fare and expenses of 
handling. In many instances these 
are young cows and heifers, which 
can only be used as canners, bringing 
- as low as $10 to $12 a head. These 
cattle cannot be replaced, and the 
herds in the province are being de¬ 
pleted in a most regrettable way, 
without the unfortunate owners being 
a cent the better. That .the present 
price for cattle can continue, no one 
acquainted with the past history of 
the cattle business believes, and when 
general trade conditions improve the 
industry will come into its own again. 

ON UP GRADE 

Just returned from a business trip 
which took him from coast to coast, 
W. S. Fisher, St. John, N.B.,- past 
president of the Canadian Manufac¬ 
turers Association, finds that general 
trade conditions in Canada are re¬ 
flecting a healthy tone, and that the 
worst of the degression is over. He 
does not, however, look for any rapid 
improvement in conditions. In his 
opinion there will be a gradual step¬ 
ping-up, which after all will be better 
for the country than any sudden ad- 
' vance towards prosperity. Referring 
to the Western wheat crop, Mr. Fisher 
feels that the real effects of the fine 
crop will not be felt until the winter 
or next spring, when the farmer will 
begin to buy more freely. Still, on 
the whole, the fact that there are such 
large shipments of wheat is working 
out favorably, as it means greater em¬ 
ployment in the cities, on the rail¬ 
ways, at grain elevators, and in all 
lines where the effects of wheat ship¬ 
ments are felt. 

Severe condemnation of the action 
of the United States government In 
erecting barriers against Canadian 
trade is contained in an editorial 
printed by the Journal of Commercf 
which declares that “one of the most 
short-sighted pieces of legislation ever 
contrived by congress was the applica¬ 
tion of our present tariff to Canada.” 


Cecil Kice-Jones, general manager 
of the United Grain Growers, speaks 
right out in church regarding the fail¬ 
ure to organize a wheat board and 
puts the blame where it belongs. 
Most people will agree that he knew 
what he was talking about at Bas- 
sano, the.other day, when he said: 

"The Dominion Government had 
months to consider, the plan,” he said 
“and the Provincial governments took 
weeks for a like purpose, and then 
they asked men to form a boqrd and 
get an organization in shape in three 
days. 

“I took it for granted that they had 
arranged with Mr. Stewart and Mr. 
Riddell to head the board, and was 
thunderstruck when I heard that they 
had refused. 

“When the matter wa5 put up to me 
the first thing I asked was, ‘Who are 
you going to get to sell'this wheat?’ 

I am not an expert marketer of wheat. 
Had we decided to take the positions 
we would have had to get a man cap¬ 
able of marketing 360 million bushels 
of wheat. There are only half a dozen 
such men in Canada. Mr. Murray, our 
assistant general manager, is compe¬ 
tent, but it was. out of the question for 
both him and me to be on the wheat 
board. I told them if they got a man 
to market the wheat I would consider 
the matter of acceptance. 

If Mr..McFarland and Mr. Murray 
had been given three months’ notice, 
they could have made the arrange¬ 
ments to go ahead and make the wheat 
board a sucecss.” 

BANKING AND FINANCE * 

The government bank statement for 
September shows an increase during 
the month in both current loans and 
demand deposits in Canada, of over 
$12,000,000 in the former case and 
nearly $16,000,000 in the latter. Note 
circulation increased nearly $19,000,- 
000. These 4 increases are accounted 
for by the fact that the crop began to 
move earlier than usual this year. In 
spite of somewhat easier money con¬ 
ditions notice deposits declined $5,600,- 
000 during the month and $105,000,000 
since September, 1921, but the de¬ 
crease during the month is consider¬ 
ably less than during either August, 
1922 ,or September, 1921, and it is to 
be hoped that this item will improve 
materially during the succeeding 
months of the crop movement. 

THE LIQUOR ACT 

- 4 

We listened with interest to the ad¬ 
dress delivered -by Mr. Hull, of the 
Social Service League at High River 
on Monday evening in which he ex¬ 
plained the many difficulties met with 
in the enforcement of the Liquor Act 
in Alberta. He was very fair and 
reasonable in his presentation of the 

case and gave due credit_to the 

federal, provincial and municipal 
police for their exertions in the en¬ 
forcement of lqw and order. There 
were so many barriers in the way that 
at times it was discouraging to those 
whose duty it was to have the law 
enforced. Federal police were not 
supposed to enforce law in provincial 
matters, and provincial police could 
not interfere with city or municipal 
police and as a result it was very dif¬ 
ficult to get action. He frankly ac¬ 
knowledged the act was not being en¬ 
forced as it should and it would take 
time, years, before things would run 
smoothly, but he thought if people re¬ 
mained true and steadfast that they 
would reach the - ultimate goal aimed 
at. 

There is a feeling of irritation 
among municipal financiers and treas¬ 
urers all over this country at the im¬ 
pending imposition of a stamp tax on 
all receipts for a sum of more than 
ten dollars. "This tax” as one official 
put it, “is wrong in principle and un¬ 
fair in its incidence, as applied to 
municipalities, the higher taxing au¬ 
thority mulcting the lesser, though 
itself exempt from municipal taxation. | 
This tax will mean much more work 
for municipal secretaries and an in¬ 
tolerable nuisance in operation. 

The general manager of the Cana¬ 
dian manufacturers association who 
recently made a tour of the west, 
made the statement that. there are 
5,600 taxing bodies in the Dominion. 
These overlap and duplicate in a most 
objectionable way and it is pleasing to 
note that in the near future there will 
be a conference with the Dominion 
and Provincial governments with a 
view to reduce this duplication. There 
is no doubt the present taxing machin¬ 
ery of the country is unweildy. I 


A SERIOUS STATEMENT 

From the lips of Attorney-General 
Craig of Manitoba we learn with 
amazement that there was absolutely 
nothing in the statement made by 
Rev. C. W. Gordon that he had been 
offered a bribe of $50,000 by a re¬ 
spectable citizen of Winnipeg if he 1 
would let up on the enforcement ox 
the Temperance Act Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Craig says that “no such offer 
was made to him directly or indirectly, 
by anyone, and Dr. Gordon had drawn 
»n unwarranted inference from a per¬ 
sonal reference, he used as an illus¬ 
tration in private conversation with 
Dr. Gordon.” 

All of which goes to show that Rev. 
Dr. Gordon has much to learn in being 
temperate in language and he will find 
that public opinion will not stand for 
such unwarranted statements even if 
it comes from the mouth of so great a 
divine and prominent author. The 
Toronto Telegram speaking editorially 
of the $60,000 bribe wants to know if 
|.the scandal is the product of Rev. C. 
W. Gordon, the eminent reformer, or 
of Ralph Connor, the well known au¬ 
thor of fiction.” It would appear to 
us that Dr. Gordon made a very indis¬ 
creet statement when he announced at 
the prohibition meeting that Attorney 
General Craig was offered a bribe. Ho 
no doubt forgot for the moment he 
was op a public platform and as a re¬ 
sult he will lose considerable prestige. 

HOME FOR FEEBLE MINDED' 

Rapid progress is being made on the 
new home for the feeble minded chil¬ 
dren just north of Edmonton, and it 
is expected that the new institution 
will be ready for occupancy early in 
the year. There are now two hundred 
inmates ready to be housed in the new 
home. Occupational work will be a 
strong feature of the system of treat¬ 
ment for patients. Dr. W. J. Mc¬ 
Allister is to be the superintendent of 
the home. He is now engaged in spe¬ 
cial training at the Waverley Institute 
in Massachusetts. 

MAY SETTLE IN ALBERTA 

In view of the fact that a large 
number of British officers will be de¬ 
mobilized from the army in India 
shortly, and that these men have a 
small amount of capital and are desir¬ 
ous of securing land in the overseas 
dominions an effort is being made to 
interest them in Alberta. Major F. 
Yeats Brown, one of these officers, is 
now on a tour of Canada, and was in 
Alberta the past week, for thij pur¬ 
pose of gathering information and in¬ 
vestigating conditions. 

The Lethbridge City Council con¬ 
sidered it was good business in the in¬ 
terests of the city to assist the financ¬ 
ing of the new hockey and skating 
rink to the extent of $5,000, which will 
be'paid in three equal yearly instal¬ 
ments out of current revenue. The 
rink will cost $20,000.

THE STORY OF INDIA

A free distribution of superior sorts 
of grain will be made during the com¬ 
ing winter to Canadian farmers by the 
Cereal Division of the Experimental 
Farms Branch, Ottawa. The samples 
will consist of spring wheat (about 
5 lbs.), white oats (about 4 lbs.-), bar¬ 
ley (about 6 lbs.), field peas (not 
garden peas, about 5 lbs.), field beans 
(about 2 lbs.), flax for seed and flax- 
for fibre (about 2 lbs.). 

# The cereal division of the Experi¬ 
mental Farms Branch has improved 
many of the old varieties ef grain and 
introduced many new varieties. The 
best of them have beep multiplied and 
propagated under direct supervision 
of responsible officers on the Experi¬ 
mental Farms both east an west. This 
seed will form the bulk stock from 
which the various samples will be 
taken. The seed is therefore the 
purest and best that is obtainable. Of 
some of the more recent introductions, 
there is only a limited supply, so it 
would be advisable to apply as soon as 
possible for these. 

Among the grains for distribution 
will be found the Liberty hulless oat, 
an oat that is excellent for human use, 
and to a limited extent for young 
livestock. Among the wheats, the 
most outstanding for distribution will 
be the Ruby wheat, a wheat that 
ripens from eight to ten days earlier 
than Marquis and is suitable for dis¬ 
tricts where Marquis is not early 
enough. This year among the barleys 
will be found Charlottetown No. 80. 
TMs is a two-rowed barley that has 
a tendency to drop its awns. The 
supply of this variety is very limited. 
We hope also to distribute Himalayan 
barley, a hulless variety which is a 
good yielder and suitable for young 
livestock. There will be only one 
variety of peas for distribution, name¬ 
ly Mackay Ottawa 25 which is a main

HOPPER MENACE 


CATTLE IN CHICAGO 


(Nanton News) 

W, J. Greig returned last Thursday 
from Chicago, where he and several 
others sold a train load of cattle on 
the Chicago market. Mr. Soars got 
home a day earlier, and C. D. Gage 
remained a few days to visit a brother, 
but will be back soon. R. M. Walker 
will remain in Chicago for the winter. 

The train contained 52 cars and the 
duty exceeded $22,00Q, and then they 
realized more than the home market, 
and if they could have got into Chi¬ 
cago a day earlier they would have 
got 40c per cwt. more for their cattle. 
During the three days that Mr. Greig 
was in Chicago 70,000 head of cattle 
went ihto the stockyards there.

serious outbreak, the operations of 
the pest being confined to local fields 
h$re and there qver the country, fields 
which were left more or less dirty and 
in which no effort .was made to combat 
the hoppers this season. 

Mr. Seamans, with Mrs. Seamans, 
left last Thursday for Bozeman, where 
they will.visit for some time, Mr. 
Seamans being a graduate of the 
Montana A. C. of that city. From 
Bozeman, he will go to the University 
of Minnesota for research work, and 
from Minneapolis to Ottawa for the 
winter. In Ottawa the entomolists do 
most of their laboratory work, going 
into the capital from the field at the 
beginning of each winter. 

Speaking of the grasshopper war 
last summer, Mr. Seamans said that 
it had been successful in controlling 
the pest ,and that he did not believe 
it would be necessary next year for 
any particular organization to be ef¬ 
fected to destroy the hoppers. The 
north country might experience an 
outbreak, but the menace had passed 
in the southern portions of the prov¬ 
ince, thanks to the determined fight 
waged this year, the government ex-

After years of active campaigning 
on ^he part of the Dominion govem- 
meht and the Canadian stock industry, 
with the very hearty assistance of 
numerous interests in the old country, 
a new agreement has been reached 
governing the importatiofi of Cana¬ 
dian cattle into the old country, which 
finally removes the “embargo" which 
had been placed against* shipments 
from Canada. Under the new terms 
our non-breeding cattle will be admit¬ 
ted to a three-day quarantine period, 
either at ponflT'of'shipment, in the cars 
or at point of embarkation, and must 
have a clean bill of health to start 
with and be subject to daily inspection 
on board boat. Breeding cattle are to 
be admitted under similar regulations, 
but in addition, must have received 
the test for tuberculosis within a 
month previous to shipment.
